World powers, Iran clinch 
'historic* nuclear deal

GENEVA (AFP) - Photo at

According to details of tlie 
accord agreed in Geneva pro¬ 
vided by tlie White House, Iran 
has committed to halt uranium 
enrichment above purities of 
five percent. 

The deal was reached in 
maratlion talks in Geneva tliat 
ended yesterday before dawn 
after long tractions between 
Iran and tlie five pemicBient 
members of the UN Security 
Council plus Germany. 

Teliran's arch-foe Israel 
slammed tlie deal as a "historic 
mistake* that left open tlie ca¬ 
pability for the Islamic republic 
to develop a nuclear ai'senal 

But the SIX powers mvolved 
hailed it as a key first step tliat 
for now warded off the 
prospect of militaiy escalation 
— a geopolitical breaktlu'ough 
tliat would have been untlnnk- 
ahle only months ago.

Living with Financial Stress 



ORANJESTAD -- Reportedly, 
most of the questions for help 
attlie Depaitinent of Social Af¬ 
fairs (DAS) are related to the 
educahon of cliildren. In tins 
vem DAS has decided to pub¬ 


lish a senes of ai’tides. These 
aiticles are related to the topics 
o f family life and the educahon 
of children It appears that the 
education of children is the pri¬ 
mary concern. 

Having a family is a won¬ 
derful experience. Butdus can 
hiing about a lot of tiredness 
and sti'ess. What gives one per¬ 
son stress may be different 
from anotlier person or family. 
Stress makes it difficult for 
people to reflect well and/or 
react well on tlie education of 
children. 

Financial preoccupation is 



one of the biggest causes of 
stress in a family. A parent's fi¬ 
nancial wonies can influence 
the life of the children greatly. 
Much depends on how the par¬ 
ent deals witil stress. Stress can 
cause a person to feel giulty or 
incompetent, or even be afraid 
to fail Ifapai'enl does not feel 
worthy this can have negative 
effects on the education oftlie 
children. It is important for the 
pai'ent to have a personal sense 
of worth so they can teai± tlie 
children to value themselves 

Financial stress can cause a 
person to take certain measures 
either consciously or uncon¬ 
sciously that could have dire 
consequences on their finan¬ 
cial situation. For example, a 
parent with financial problems 
can go on a shopping spree and 
spend money on unnecessary 
things to forget Ins problems. 
The debts only get bigger be¬ 
cause they spent money on 
things not needed. 

Parents who consciously or 
unconsciously sliaie their fi¬ 
nancial preoccupation with 
tlieir children ai"e putting enor¬ 
mous pressure on the children. 
The childi’en begin to feel that 
tlie financial problem of the 
p arent i s tlieir r esp o n sib ility as 
well. This becomes a very 
heavy burden for tlie duld and 
can affect thar concentration 
andperfoimance at school, not 
to mention their emotional 
state.

"Today, the United States to- 
getlier with our close allies and 
partners took an imp ortant first 
step toward a comprehensive 
solution that addresses our 
concerns witli tire Islamic P.e- 
public of Iran's nuclear pro- 
grainme,“ US President Ba¬ 
rack Obama said in Washing¬ 
ton. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon said the deal "could 
turn out to be tlie beginnings of 
a histone agreement" for the 
Middle East. 

Tehran boasted at home tliat 
the accord recognised its 
"right" to enrich uranium — 
which it says is for peaceful 
purposes — but Western lead¬ 
ers said the deal made no such 
reference. 

Under the deal, Tehran will 
limit uranium enrichment — 
the ai'ea that raises most suspi¬ 
cions over Iran's alleged nu¬ 
clear weapons drive -- to low 
levels that can only be used for 
civilian energy purposes. 

It will neutralise its stock¬ 
pile of uranium enriched to 
higher 20-percent purity — 
veiy close to weapons-grade - 
- witlun SIS montlis, US Secre¬ 
tary of State Jolm Kei’ry said in 
Geneva after clinching the 
deal. 

Iran will not add to its 
stockpile of low-enriched ura¬ 
nium, nor install more cen¬ 
trifuges or commission the 
Arak heavy-water reactor, 
winch could produce pluto¬ 
nium fissile material. 

UN atomic inspectors will 
also have additional, "unprece¬ 
dented" access, Keny said, in¬ 
cluding daily site inspections 
at the two enrichment facilities 
of Fordo and Natanz 

In exchange, the Islamic re¬ 
public will receive some J7 
billion (5.2 billion euros) in 
sanctions rehef and thep owers 
promised to impose no new

WiUiam Hague in London. 

Both Kerry and Hague at¬ 
tended die Geneva talks before 
heading to London for thar bi¬ 
lateral meeting 

Kerry vowed “to work to¬ 
gether" with America's allies, 
saying “well start today, liter¬ 
ally, to continue the efforts out 
of Geneva and to press for¬ 
ward. " 

He also said that US Presi¬ 


dent Barack Obama “could not 
be more g^'atefiil" for die sup¬ 
port of Britsli Prime Minister 
David Cameron. 

Cameron later said in a 
statement that the deal moved 
Iran "further away from get¬ 
ting a nuclear weapon“ and 
called it “an important first 
step". 

“We will continue to en¬ 
force sanctions robustly in 
order to secure a comprehen¬ 
sive and final setdement diat 
fully addresses the real and 
substantive concerns of the in¬ 
ternational commuiuty" he 
said in a statement issued by 
Ins Downing Street o ffice. 

"Today's deal widi Iran 
demonstrates how persistent 
diplomacy and tough sanctions 
can together help us to advance 
our national interest," he 
added. 

Tlie British minister praised 
the agreement as "a good deal 
for the Middle East and for the 
world". 

Hague earlier told tlie BBC 
diat the deal did not refer to 
Tehran's "right to enneh" ura¬ 
nium, but added that a final 
agreement could allow “lim¬ 
ited" enrichment for peaceful 
purposes.

Thousands flee as Indonesia 


volcano erupts eight times 


JAKARTA (AFP) - A vdI- 
caiio in western Indonesia 
has erupted eight times mjust 
a few hours, '^raining down 
rocks' over a large area and 
forcing thousands to flee tlieir 
homes, officials said yester¬ 
day. 

Mount Smabung has been 
erupting on and off since 
September, but went into 
overdrive late Saturday and 
early yesterday, repeatedly 
spewing out red-hot ash and 
rocks up to eight kilometres 
(five rmles) into the air. 

Several thousand people 
left their homes overmght, ta¬ 
king the total number of 
those who have fled since the 
volcano mmbled to life to 
around 12,300, said the na¬ 
tional disaster agency. 

■ People pam eked last 
mght as the emption was ac- 
compamed by a loud thun¬ 
derous sound Eind vibrations. 
Then it started raining down 
rocks/' said local government 
official Robert Peranginan- 
gm 

'They ran helter-skelter 
out of tlieir homes and cned 
for help." 

He added there were no 


known casualties from the 
latest eruptions. 

Tlie volcanology agency 
raised the alert level far the 
volcano, on the northern tip 
of Sumatra island, to the 
111 gheSt point on a four-stage 
scale, meaning a hazardous 
eruption is imminent or under 
way. 

National disaster agency 
spokesman Sutopo Purwo 
Nugroho said tlie government 
was calling for people living 
witlim five kilometres (3.1 
miles) of tlie volcano to leave 
tiieir homes. 

Sinahung, one of dozens 
of active volcanoes in In¬ 
donesia wrliich straddles 
major tectomc fault lines 
known as the "'Ring of Fire", 
erupted in September for the 
first time since 2D 10^ 

In August five people 
were killed and hundreds 
evacuated when a volcano on 
a tiny island m East Nusa 
Tenggara province erupted.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Doctors 
sad recently tliey pi an to carry 
out more snrgeiy on a two- 
year-old Indian giii to correct 
arai'e disorder tliat caused her 
head to balloon to twice its 
nonnal siEe 

Roona Beguin, whose 
plight won inlemationad sym¬ 
pathy has batded through a 
stirng of complex, life-saving 
surgeries which saw doctors 
drain fluid from her head and 
dramatically reduce the sme of 
her skull. 

After reviewing the baby's 
response to treatment, the neu¬ 
rosurgery team plans to “go 
aliead with the next round of 
procedures to furtlrer remodel 
her skull," the medical re¬ 
search institute which is treat¬ 
ing her said in a statement. 

Tire surgery is likely to take 
place tins we^, the Fortis Me- 
monal Research Institute in 
Gurgaon, a satellite city of In¬ 
dian capital New Delln, said 

"The five surgeries we per- 
fonned earlier have not only 


helped the child survive a po¬ 
tentially fatal condition but 
also enabled her to attain im¬ 
proved nutntional status," said 
neurosurgery director San deep 
Vaishya. 

"Tliis will be the first step 
in tire next round of treatment 
for the clnld. We are mointor- 
ing her condition and will pro¬ 
ceed with tire surgery once we 
get a go-alread from her at¬ 
tending paediatncian," he 
added. 

Roona, who lives in a vil¬ 
lage m the remote northeastern 
state ofTnpura and whose par¬ 
ents are impoverished labour¬ 
ers, was bom with 
hydrocephalus, a potentially 
fatal condition that causes 
cerebrospinal fluid to buildup 
on the hraiir 

Her condition had caused 
her head to swell to a circum¬ 
ference of 94 centimetres (37 
inches), putting pressure on 
her brain and making it impos¬ 
sible for her to sit upright or 
crawl.

Japan, US chipmakers in 
joint MRAM development 
report 


TOKYO (AFP) - More than 
2D Japanese and US chip 
makers will jointly develop 
technology to mass-produce 
a next-generation semicon¬ 
ductor using MRAM (mag¬ 
netoresistive random access 
memory), the business daily 
Nikkei rep orted Sunday. 

US chip giant Micron 
Teclmology and Tokyo Elec¬ 
tron of Japan will lead the 
joint project, hoping to per¬ 
fect the teclinology within 
three years and start mass 
production as early as 20IS, 
the newspaper said without 
citing sources. 

MRAM is touted as the 
next frontier for computing 
memory over the current 
standard, DRAM (dynamic 


random access memory). 

Tlie technology under de¬ 
velopment will have a mem¬ 
ory capacity 10 times tliat of 
DRAM and reduce its elec¬
